WASHINGTON ‘The pregnancy rate among 
US. women fell to its lowest point in 12 years in 
2009, continuing its slide from a peak in 1990, 
according to government data released Thursday. 

While rates for women aged 30 and younger 
fell between 1990 and 2009, with a notable de- 
cline among teenagers, they increased for those 
aged 30 and older, the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention said. 

‘After a brief increase in 2006 and 2007, the 
ongoing declines in the number and rate of preg- 
nancies continued,” the report said. 

A variety of social and economic factors affect 
the nation’s reproductive rates, researchers said. 
“It has been suggested that the declining econo- 
my, beginning in 2007, has likely played a role in 
the decreased rates for women under age 40,” 
they added. 

Researchers analyzed three data sets, includ- 
ing information from one of the CDC’s ongoing 
national surveys. That survey found that fewer 
teens say they are sexually active and that those 
who do have sex say they are more likely to use 
contraception.

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Bale dampens inner fire for new movie

The Rust Belt town of Braddock just outside 
of Pittsburgh is the sort of blue-collar enclave 
where factories once gave residents the promise 
of lifelong jobs at good union wages—the kind 
of place where resilience and character were 
more highly valued than possessions or status. 

It’s that world that Braddock native Rus- 
sell Baze has watched slip away in “Out of the 
Furnace,” the searing new drama from writer- 
director Scott Cooper (“Crazy Heart”), which 
opened Friday. As played by Christian Bale, 
Russell is motivated by love and loyalty—a good 
man beset on all sides by turmoil. He is cease- 
lessly confronted by tragedy, yet he marshals his 
emotional reserves, even in the face of heart- 
break. 

“There’s a stillness to the character, a stillness 
that’s he’s had to have his entire life,” Bale said in 
arecent interview. “He’s had to put a hold on his 
impulses in order to be the patriarch of the fam- 
ily and to take on those responsibilities without 
going and screaming his head off. There’s no 
whining or complaining or wishing that it’s go- 
ing to change. That’s stoicism, isn’t it?”

Bale, by contrast, is largely recognized for his 
relentless intensity, his determination to follow 
his creative impulses down wild and unpredict- 
able paths, his willingness to reshape his body to 
conform to each new role. He also has a repu- 


tation, owing mostly to one unfortunate and 
well-documented on-set outburst, as a tempera- 
mental leading man, quick to anger with little 
patience for Hollywood glad-handing. 

“He’s one of these actors that I think has got- 


ten better with success, which isn’t always the 
case—not that he wasn’t good before,” said Wil- 
lem Dafoe, who co-stars in “Out of the Furnace” 
and worked with Bale in 2000’s “American Psy- 
cho.” “He’s quite serious and he’s quite concen- 
trated, and he doesn’t seem to suffer fools, as we 
know.” 

Bale read Cooper’s screenplay for “Out of the 
Furnace” while he was shooting his final Bat- 
man film with Christopher Nolan, “The Dark 
Knight Rises,” in Pittsburgh in 2011. The actor 
said he was struck by the richness of the charac- 
ters in the thriller, which “in other hands could 
become a very cliched generic piece.” 

Cooper and Bale forged a friendship during 
“Out of the Furnace”—the filmmaker points 
out that Bale gained some of his “American 
Hustle” weight at Cooper’s dinner table. Coo- 
per believes Bale’s commitment to his roles is 
what makes him stand out. 

“He brings spontaneity to the work,” Cooper 
said of Bale. “He’s very restrained, he’s very sub- 
tle, he surprises you. He can say so much with 
his eyes. He’s impossibly handsome, but he’s re- 
ally a character actor.”

‘Bonnie and Clyde’ 


‘Bonnie and 


Clyde’ to the bank

Late one evening last spring in a struggling 
but picturesque river town about an hour 
west of New Orleans, the never-ending saga 
of Bonnie and Clyde took an unexpectedly 
fiery twist. 

Vintage 1930 Fords roared down the town’s 
main drag in a cops-and-robbers chase, men 
leaning out car windows, guns blazing. Then, 
just as the director Bruce Beresford was 
about to call action for another take, one 
idling vehicle’s engine suddenly burst into 
flames. A cluster of crew members raced over 
to douse the fire. 

Depression-era automotive machinery 
may not be reliable, but three cable networks 
are betting that the period’s most enduring 
criminal tale will be. The $15 million, four- 
hour miniseries “Bonnie and Clyde: Dead 
and Alive” —yet another retelling of the crime 
spree of doomed lovers Bonnie Parker and 
Clyde Barrow, with “The Borgias” co-star 
Holliday Grainger and “Into the Wild” star 
Emile Hirsch in the title roles—is set to air 
for two consecutive nights starting Sunday. 

In an extraordinary test for “event TV,” 
the show is airing simultaneously on A&E, 
Lifetime and History, the last of which in 
2012 turned its historical epic “Hatfields & 
McCoys” miniseries into a surprise hit, with 
more than 14 million viewers for the finale. 
“Bonnie and Clyde’s” producers are hoping 
they can deliver that kind of ratings with 
their spin on another pair of familiar names. 


“It really brought back the miniseries,” 
Craig Zadan, executive producer of “Bonnie 
and Clyde” with his business partner, Neil 
Meron, said of “Hatfields.” 

Together Meron and Zadan have made 
such hits as the features “Hairspray” and 
“Chicago” and are also behind NBC’s recent 
live version of “The Sound of Music” with 
Carrie Underwood. “ ‘Bonnie and Clyde’ 
probably wouldn’t have gotten pushed 
through so quickly and so forcefully if “Hat- 
fields’ hadn’t been such a huge success,” 
Zadan said. 

Even so, getting the movie made required 
nearly as much determination as that shown 
by Frank Hamer, the relentless ex“Iexas 
Ranger who pursued Bonnie and Clyde in 
real life and is played by Oscar winner Wil- 
liam Hurt in the film. The crew was under 
intense pressure to film a story with doz- 
ens of locations and plenty of gun battles, 
with a budget that for many studio features 
wouldn’t even cover the cast salaries. Beres- 
ford, a persistent self-critic, complains even 
now that he needed more shooting time. 

Then too there is the matter of the his- 
torical record, always a tricky subject in 
docudrama. Although Meron boasts of the 
“incredible amount of research” that writers 
Joe Batteer and John Rice did in assembling 
the script, the author of a recent Bonnie and 
Clyde biography said the movie gets impor- 
tant facts wrong and invents many scenes 
that likely never happened.

Tough guys try to survive 
‘Dude, You’re Screwed’ 


Newsday 
With a title like “Dude, You’re Screwed,” 
what else do you need to know? The real- 
ity “survival” series premiered Sunday on 
Discovery. 

What it’s about: They are the toughest 
of the tough, these dudes. We know this 
because they say so. They can withstand any 
challenge, anywhere. Again, we know this 
because they say so. But words are cheap. To 
the game! In this seven-part series, five “sur- 
vivalists” are planted, one by one, in inhos- 
pitable terrain and told to survive. Each has 
100 hours to make it out— hopefully alive — 
or lose the game. (Apparently if they make 
it out dead, winning becomes a moot point.) 
The five contestants are Terry Schappert, 
a Green Beret and “close combat” special- 
ist; John Hudson, Royal Air Force extreme 
survival instructor; Matt Graham, primitive 
skills expert; Jake Zweig, former SEAL; and 
Tom Moore, Army Scout, bush craft master. 

Our take: The game? Not much of one 
here, really. Possibly not even one at all. Dude 
is dropped on a glacier-covered volcano in 
Iceland in Sunday’s premiere. Originality? 
“Dude” makes no claim on that either. You’ve 
seen pieces of this in a million places before. 

But what “Dude” does have—besides that 
priceless title—is a sense of humor, about 
itself, the challenges and especially the guys. 
This whole show is smack talk and testos- 
terone and stumbled faces and locker-room 
towel-snapping. On Sunday, four of the 
contestants watched Jake stumble his way 
through Icelandic scalding mud floes from 
the confines of a converted Soviet-era mobile

missile launcher. If his body temperature 
gets too low, he’s done, unless an avalanche 
finishes him off first. 

Before they send Jake on his doomsday 
mission—appropriately atop a volcano they 
dub “Mount Doom’ — they proffer him 
some survival gifts. One of those is a giant 
pink teddy bear, which provides endless 
merriment to the observers, but is of little 
practical use to Jake. But you also sense that 
beyond the bravado, there’s the barest hint of 
concern. Not for Jake, but for themselves, be- 
cause they know that one of them is up next. 

Bottom line: Memorable title, fun show 
and you might just learn something that 
you'll never, ever be able to use in real life 
(i.e., don’t sleep on volcano vents).
